Soil conservation increases the 
value of the land and makes it more 
jroduetive. 


Why should not the government bor- 


•ow for that and why should that ex- 
)cnditure be put down as an expcndi- 
ure and why should the money bor- 
•owcd be considered as a deficit trans- 
action? 


Who Gels Hie Benefit? 


The answer is simple. When a cor- 
Joration borrows ?1U,000,000 and builds 
a plant, it has the plant and the plant 
jccomos a source of revenue and pro- 
t to it. The revenue produced by the 
Jlunt will pay the interest on the 
xmds and ultimately retire them if it 
s a wise corporation. 


But if the government spends a bil- 
ion on soil conservation, the soil does 
:iot belong to tile government. Ic be- 
.ongs to the individual farmers. They 
will benefit. And if the soil becomes 
more valuable they will get the values. 


The government is a corporate en- 


tity and unless the expenditure it 
nakcs increases the value of its own 
plant, the value will not insure to it. 


I tmay help the people and this may 


a good reason for the improvement. 


But we ought not, for that reason, de- 
lude ourselves into supposing the gov- 
ernment has had the same sort of gain 
that a corporation has when it im- 
proves its own lands and builds its 
own buildings and collects in cash the 
revenues set in motion by the improve- 
ments. 


Soil conservation results in benefits 


to the pppple-r-money benefits and<sfl>- 
cial benefits. And what helps the peo- 
ple helps the government. 


But the government does not collec' 


any revenues out of this. It ought not 
to be allowed, therefore, to put down 
in its account books the land values 
which have resulted from its expendi- 
tures. These belong in the account 
books of the farhVcrs. 


The bookkeeping of the government 


and the private-profit-making corpor- 
ation cannot be compared in this re- 
spect. 


Treat Expense As Expense 


If the government borrows 510,000,000 


and builds a toll bridge and sets up a 
plan for paying interest and amortiza- 
tion out of the lolls—revenues produc- 
ed by the bridge—then, it is on solid 
ground in treating its expenditures as 
an investment. 


But the government has built no toll 


bridges on which it will collect the 
tolls. 


On any expenditure which it must 


pay out of general taxes it must treat 
that expenditure as a definitive one 
and the funds used in making it arc 
part of the expenditures of the fiscal 
year in which they arc made.

France and Germany present dramatically contrasting pictures these days. 
East of the Rhine all is order and efficiency. A united nation is working 


hard, getting its defenses in order, letting two or three top officials do all the 
talking, and giving an all-round demonstration of B people which knows what 
it wants and is of one mind about the best way to get there. 


In France things are just the reverse. A moment of grave national crisis 


has brought disunity rather than unity. Frenchmen fight Frenchmen, and 
e?ch faction apparently prefers to be damned rather than be saved in any 
way but its own. And while the struggle goes on the nation is paralyzed. 
The vital defense measures oh which security depends are not taken. 


Apparently, therefore, the two great continental powers of Europe are 


giving a vivid demonstration that the Hitlers and Mussolinis are right—that 
democracy talks and wrangles but does not act, and that only a dictatorship 
can act efficiently in a crsis. 


But surface appearances can be decieving. Perfect order can be a sign 


c£ illness rather than of health; interminable wrangling and dissension can 


r retlect vitality, not decline And the drama brought on by the Munich settle- 


ment is still only in its first act. Much must happen before any final verdict 
on the way in which France met thecrisis can be handed down. 


Meanwhile, observe that 'the French are not simply marking time. The 


bitter row over the Daladier program does not represent so much lost motion. 
In their own way—a costly and clumsy way, perhaps, but one which neverthe- 
less will ultimately lead to a solution—the French people are determining pre- 


• cisely how the external crisis is to be met. 


The nation is in danger, to be sure; but it will ,best meet the danger if, 


m the end, the program it follows is cne which is approved by a majority of 
all Frenchmen—and if all hands have had a chance to say their say about it. If 
past history'is any indication, France will ultimately present a united'front 
to the foe—even if a few French heads do get cracked in the meantime. 


, 
And across the Rhine, just incidentally, there is also a grave crisis. The 


j orgy of savagery let loose by the anti-Jewish campaign may yet cost Germany 
• as much as was won in the Munich settlement. Civilized opinion all over the 
• -world is crystalizing in -the determination that no more must be yielded to 
Hitler. The mobs that attacked Germany's Jews may well have sowed the 
seeds of German defeat in the neiit war. 


And yet the German people, far from rallying to meet this crisis, don't 


even know that it.exists. All they know is that Hitler has won a new triumph. 
Obediently industrious, they have entrusted their fate to the hands of one 
man—and that man creates new enemies for them as fast as he conquers old 
~ ones.

Skin Ehiptions of Eczema Should Be Skillfully 


Treated at the Start 


The term eczema has been applied 


to all sorts of inflammations of the 
skin for years. Even today the expetrs 
are not certain as to just which skin 
disease are best included inthis cat- 
egory. These conditions do not re- 
present a single disease however. Most 
authorities are inclined to restrict the 
term to inflammations of the skin in 
which there is definite reaction to 
some external substance like drugs, 
oils, 
varnishes, 
cleaning materials, 


paints, dyes and disinfectants. Hypers- 
ensitivity to such substnces is concciv- 
jcl to be the basic cause of eczema. 


Just ho-.v peopl ebecome sensitized 


.p these substances is not yet known. 
Sometimes the reaction appears after 
the first contact with a substance of 
:he type that has been mentined. Some 
:imcs exposure must take place over 
airly long periods of time. In other 
nstances, persons *;eem to be descen- 
sitized from repeated contracts with 
the substance. 
Dr. Fred Wise mentions workers who 
•re employed in a Japanese lacquer 
actory who suffer from eczema due to 
the lacquer. At first the lacquer ag- 
gratvates the eruption, then the work- 
er will become desensitized and may 
continue to work without a recurr- 
ence. 
If, however, he discontinues 


his work for a long period of time, 
the desensitization may be lost and the 
eruption will occur again. 


Some people seem to inTierlt a pre- 


disposition to ezma. Moreover there 
are certain habits of diet and living 
which seem to encourage the spread 
of eczema. For example, there are al- 
chololism. chronic disturbance of di- 
gestion, undernourishment, and dis- 
turbances of the function of the glands. 
Conditions of this type are frequently 
found in persons who have repeated 
eruptions of the.skin. 


Especially important are those cases 


of eczema which appear in infants and 
small children. In most cases, it will 
be found that others in the family have 
asthma, hay fever, eruptions of the 
skin, or similar disturbances, so thaat 
the codition of sensitivity is to some ex- 
tent inherited. 


Many people are inclined to regard 


eruptions on the skin as well as sen- 
stitivity as important. .Actually, how- 
ever, it is safer to regard such people 
as sick.

New Textbooks for 


State Authorized 


Education Board Moves to 


Remedy Deficiency in 


Four Grades 


LITTLE,ROCK, Ark.-(/P)_Thc stale 


board of education moved Monday to 
remedy a deficiency of first, second, 
tlurd and fourth grade readers in Ark- 
ansas' public schools, by authorizing 
the free textbook commission to ex- 
pend 55-1,872.83 immediately for a new 
edition. 


Department officials explained that 


the new books were not replacements 
but were supplemental readers to those 
already in use. In these grades, offi- 
cials said, more than one edition is 
completed during the school year and 
at present only one edition per grade 
is available. 


The expenditure authorized Monday 


was estimated as sufficient to provide 
Jooks for approximately 40 per cent of 
:he enrollment in those four grades. 
Ultimate expenditures up to 568,591.04, 
enough to provide books for 50 per cent 
of the enrollment, were authorized— 
;ontingcnt upon availability of funds. 
3ooks of a single complete edition for 
100 per cent enrollment in the four' 
grades already are in use, officials said. 


The board apportioned $1,015,201.60 
o the schools for the second quarter of 
he 1938-39 fiscal year. Basing the al- 
otmcnt on a 630,560 student enrollment, 
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the apportionment amounted to $1.6 
per capita. The npportlonment brough 
to 52.71 per capita allotment for the 
fiscnl year. Last year $2.98 had' been 
apportioned each student at the end o 
the second quarter. Sales luxe reve- 
nues provided $5SG,420 of this years 
totol, the remainder coming from the 
common school fund. 


School district bond issues aggregat- 


ing ?173,000 were approved by the 
board. They included: 


Horatio school district No. 5, of So 


vicr county, $40,500 four and one half 
per cent rcfundings bonds. The pres- 
ent bonds bear five per cent. An 
agent's commission of two per cent of 
the face value of the bonds was auth- 
orized. 


Lcwisville school district, Lafayette 


county, an original $6,000 issue of four 
per cent bonds for school improve- 
ments. 


Pine Bluff school district No. 3, 


Jefferson county, an original issue of 
540,000 four and one halt per cent 
bonds to mature in 1056 for construct- 
ing n negro school building und audi- 
torium.

NEW YORK—(/P)—The New York 


Giants soundly thumped the Green 
Bay Packers, 23 to 17 Sunday, and 
won the National Professional Foot- 
ball League championship, A crowd 
of 48,120 huddled in the Polo Grounds, 
was rewarded by a game that included 
40 points, two field goals, a 49-yard 
rdss and a final desperate drive by the 
Packers that brought them 40 yards in 
the last 11 seconds of play. 


But by then it was too late. The 


jiants, who had taken the lead in the 
first period on a field goal and a touch- 
down and held it for all but three min- 
utes of the game, were too strong. As 
:ime ran out they smashed through 
to hurry Arnold Herher and his last

The Giants had u nine-point lead

They matched two Packers' touch- 
downs in the .second period with one-

<md put the Packers ahead, 17-16, and 
then stormed down the field after the 
next kickoff for 61 yards and 
the 


touchdown that won the game.
